If this is agreed to by 


the State conventions, the new law, although carry- 
ing with it no legal obligation, will place thf mem- 
bers ot the legislature in the same position as Presi- 
dential Electors who take a moral obligation, which 
in no case has been violated in the political history 
•of the republic 
Therr is probably no man in the 


State of any political party, who will declare him- 
self in oppositions to the proposed amendment ot 
the Federal constitution, leaving the election of 
Senators to a direct vote of the people. 


\Ve are confident that nine-tenths of the voteis 


of Nevada woule prefer that the election next year 
should be left to the people rather than the legisla- 
ture, and if the method urged by the Journal is not 
adopted, it will be because the politicians of thedif- 
ferent parties will control the State conventions 
and tun them in opposition to the populai will. 
But the people should take the matter in hand, and 
the political party, or the Senatorial candidate who 
refuses to accept the popular verdict, should be 
made to feel that it or he, cannot with impunity de- 
fy the will of the majority of the free and indepen- 
dent voters of this battle-born State.
